Military committee convenes tonight 


Optimism as talks start 


despite public rhetoric

Despite last-minute bickering 
in the mass media, Israel and 
Egypt are going ahead with their 
plans to negotiate the elemenis 
of a comprehensive peace gettle- 
ment. The joint military com- 
mittee agreed upon by Prime 
Minister Menahem Begin and 
President Anwar Sadat at their 
summit meeting in Ismailiya 
last month begins its 
deliberations this evening at 
Cairo’s Tahra palace, while the 
joint political committee — also 
agreed upon at the Ismatliya 
summit — will convene at the 
Jerusalem Hilton on Monday. 

Indications from Cairo are that the 
Egyptians expect the military com- 
mittee to negotiate what amounts to 
a bilateral agreement with Israel, 
and the political committee to tackle 
8. comprehensive Middle East settle- 
ment which will embrace any agree- 
ment reached by the military com- 
mittee. 

Cairo's ‘‘al-Ahram” daily, which 
usually reflects official Egyptian 
thinking, wrote yesterday that the 
military committee will discuss a 
phased Israeli withdrawal from 
Sinai, the deployment of UN troops 
in the areas evacuated by Israel, and 


the size of both the Israeli and the 
Egyptian forces to be maintained in 
the area. The talks will also deal 
with the status of the Israeli 
settlements and installations in the 
areas to be evacuated, the paper 
added. 

The report in “‘al-Ahram” is seen 
by observers as a clear indication 
that Egypt might be reconsidering 
its stand on Israel's military and 
civilian presence in Sinat — despite 


‘public statements to the contrary. 


As tar as Israel is concerned, the 
major issues to be tackled by the 
military committee are the future 
status of {Sharm e-Sheikh) 
and the fate of Israel's military and 
early-warning installations in Sinat. 

The political committee will work 
on the components of an overall Mid- 


-dle East settlement. 


The most immediate point of 
difference between Jerusalem and 
Cairo at the moment is Israel's re- 
eent crash programme to 
its existing settlements In Sinai and 
to set up several new ones in the 
West Bank. The future status of the 
Old City of Jerusalem and Egypt's 
insistence on an eventual Iareeli 
pullback in the West Bank and the 
Gaza Strip are also seen to be among 
the thorniest questions the 
negotiators will have to tackle.

Sadat: Substance, not 
rhetoric, is what counts

ASWAN. — President Anwar Sadat 
moved deliberately yesterday to con- 
tain the escalation of inflammatory 
statements and counter-statements 
between Egypt and Israel, saying 
that the substantive positions at the 
forthcoming talks — not the advance 
rhetoric —- are what really matters. 
He hoped Israel would prove 
not to have toughened its substantive 
position. he told newsmen here, a day 
before the opening’ of the military 
committee's deliberations in Cairo.

Perplexed Schindler tours,

ASWAN. — Rabbi Alexander 
Schindler, chairman of the

Bank of Israel fears record inflation

Should the Bank of Israel's fears 
about the new state budget be sub- 
stantiated, the government will be 
injecting about IL1b. per month dur- 
ing the coming year, and inflation 
could easily reach 40 per cent. 

Mordechai Frankel of the Bank of 
Israel said that, if the 
budget is aliowed to stand as 
presented to the Knesset on Monday, 
the printing of new money will bring 
inflation to a new high. He aiso 

i that the pound will have to 
continue to fall to maintain export 
profitability and domestic growth. 
The pound could then reach as much 
as IL22 to the dollar during the year, 
he said. 

The Treasury's Ephraim Dovrat, 
however, announced yesterday that 
his office is already drafting plans to 
cut the budget. He added that if the 
government finds it must print more 
than the IL4.5b. called for in the 
budget, the Treasury will take 
measures to absorb more money 
from the public. But he declined to 
say how the government would do 
this. 


_Dovrat said that he fears wages 
will rise in real terms, which would 
ruin the government's economic 
planning. According to the budget, 
the average wage in the private sec- 
tor will τί δα by only ὃ per cent in real 
rms. out the Bank of Israel 

elieves the Treasury is wrong by 
assuming wages in the public sector 
will not rise much. For this reason, 
the bank suspects the printing ofnew 
money will exceed IL6.5b. 

The two economists were making 
these points yesterday while presen- 
ting the “national budget,"’ which is 


in effect a forecast of economic 
developments for the coming year 
prepared by their respective in- 
stitutions. This is distinct from the 
state budget, which is the official 
government budget. 

The budget also suggests that 
unemployment will rise by 9,000, to 
reach 55,000 or 4.5 per cent of the 
labour force, by the end of the year. 
But the Economic Planning Authori- 
ty thinks unemployment will be even 
greater. In the third quarter of 1977, 
it had already reached 53,000. 

It emerges from the budget that 
the average price level in 1978 will be 
45 per cent higher than in 1977, 
assuming the inflation rate is only 30 
per cent. It is therefore, difficult to 
understand how the Treasury writes 
in the budget that the wages will in- 
crease by 36 per cent, 

It is algo understood from the 
national budget that the government 
hopes to report $1.7b. in foreign 
currency reserves by year's end, 2s 
against 81.380. at the end of 1977.

@eath toll in the new year to four. 

But beefed-up police security did

“Last Saturday, three of our 
brothers fell," an anonymous caller 
told the Palermo office of “L'Unita,"" 
the Communist Party daily.

“It I could get a job, I think I could 
adjust,” said the 64-year-old former 
shoemaker from the village of Zalna, 
near the Slovenian capital of 


Ljubljana. 

Asked how he sees the world now, 
Rus said, “I cannot recognize it, it is 
all changed. Houses are not the ones 
I remember. People changed thety 
way of dressing." 

The Belgrade -official daily 
newspeper “Politika said Sunday 
that Rus went into hiding in June 
‘1945. The paper said Rus had served 
‘{m 1943 for three months with Tito's

was afraid of what would happen to 
me. My brother, Joze Rus, was a 
ΜΑΣ sewn partisan and 1 dectied to 
hide until he returned home,” he 
said.

Rus reportedly said he was unable 
to walk much in his hiding place and 
had no meat to eat during the last 12 


years. 
“Politika’? said that Rus had 
“sentenced himself to a punishment 
which no court could pass on him.” 
No charges were ever filed.

Tale that haunts 
the imagination’

KIEV. — He was an old man with a 
seamed face and the compact, 
-hardened body of a labourer. We met 
him in a chance encounter at 2 
hallowed place — the immense, 
brooding sculpture marking the spot 
where more than 100,000 Jews and 
Ukrainians were slaughtered at Babi 

Yar. 

I had been here before to do an ar- 
ticle and came back recently solely 
to accompany a fellow correspon- 
dent who didn't know the way. I hed 
no thought of doing another piece un- 
til the man began telling us 2 tale of 
terror and death, safety in false iden- 
tities and flight across war-torn 
Eastern Europe. 

His hands carving and chopping 
the night-time air, we listened 
spellbound to the words of a man 
who had been an eyewitness to the 
executions at Babi Yar. It was a 
story that haunts the imagination. 

The man — we will call him Serget 
because. he fears reprisals even now 
—~ was a 24-year-old machinist when 
ithe Germans swept through the 
Ukraine and took Kiev in the fall of 
1941. He and hig family — parents 
and several siblings — lived in a 
small town south of Kiev. 

“My boss was 4 Ukrainian, and 
when the Germans came, he became 
the collaborationist head of the 
village Soviet. The Nazis used him. 
He talked ‘to me and wanted to help 
me. Jews were being rounded up and 
Tame Jew. Boba gaye me felve iden: 

pers with a Ukrainian 
nee a T was safe,"” 

‘The same was not true for Sergei's 
‘family. ‘They. were executed by the 

Germens within. a:few weeks and 
‘buried with others in a mass grave 
near the . Sergei went to Kiev 
where his aunt and uncle and their 
family lived. But soon, the aunt and 
uncle, unprotected by any false iden- 
tification papers, were rounded up 
and herded, with many thousands of 
others, into the ‘Lager’ prison 
camp, at the head of the ravine at 
Babi Yar. 

The old man pointed out the area 


You've hea 


where the Lager had been, now a 
Series of newly-bullt apartment 
blocks. “Here is where the Jews 
were made to take off their clothes," 
he said, sweeping his hand across 
the small parking area. ‘‘Then they 
‘were marched to the ravine."" . 

He pointed off toward the brooding 
sculpture, which sits on a huge 
pedestal within the present, 
landscaped remuent of the ravine. 
He told of hearing the cries and 
screams of anguish and the rattle of 
Tmachine; fire as the victims were 
killed. He fled the area, and soon was 
seized by the Germans who mistook 
him for a Ukrainian. Se was sent to 
Germany to work as asiave labourer 
in a munitions factory. 

He spent a year and a half there 
and then escaped, making his way 
back eastward to home. He arrived 
in 1943, about the time the Soviet 
Army finally was dislodging the 
Wermacht from Kiev. 

The collaborationist village chief 
was executed by the Red Army. 
Sergei found a job and learned more 
of what had happened to others. 

He recounted hearing of how the 
Germans crowded 7,000 Jews into a 
mineshaft in Poltava, then sealed 
them in to die. ‘It was horrible, a 
terrible death,"" he said, his eyes 
glowing with tears. 

After the war, Sergei married and 
raised a family of his own — a 
daughter and son — who in the past 
few years have themselves 
emigrated to Israel. 

And the Germans remain 
Fascists, he believes, 
from their wartime days. He visits: 
Babi Yer frequently. ‘My aunt and 
uncle are here and others as well, 
T'm sure," he said. 

The night was cpld, with a heavy 
freezing rain sweeping the memorial 
and clouding the banks of lights that 
illuminate it. 

As we spoke, an old woman with δ᾽ 
solitary flower slowly walked up the 
rough concrete ramp to the foot of 


* the bronze monument and tucked the 


stem into a crevice. Then she got 
down on her knees in the rain and her 
body shook with tears.

Neglect of cooperative houses debated 


Jerusalem Post Knesset Reporter 

The Knesset Monday decided to 
hold a regular debate on ‘‘the 
maintenance of cooperative 
houses," after Menahem Savidor 
(Likud-Liberals), in a motion for the 
agenda, drew a bleak picture of the 
state of neglect of many such 


In many Cases, Savidor said, the 
stairwells, back yards and roofs of 
these buildings are turned into rub- 
bish heaps even before the flat- 
owners manage to pay of off their 
mortgages. Entrance doors, letter 
boxes, and other commonly-held 
property were destroyed and houses 
worth billions of pounds are turned 
into an environmental hell, he said. 

Housing Minister Gideon Patt said 
he regretted that Savidor’s descrip- 
tion was basically correct. He said 
that Amendment No. 5 to the Land 
Law, adopted last August, gave the 
Controller of Cooperative Houses 
greater powers. Owing to budgetary 
difficulties, however, it had been 
decided to implement the law by 
stages in different parts of the coun- 
try. . 

The minister of had decid- 
ed to apply the law first to 
Jerusalem, and for do- 
ing 80 are now in an advanced stage. 


Patt said that the Kneaset Interior 
Comuuittee now had before it the 
Renovation and Maintenance of 
Buildings Bul, which could be an im- 
portant instrument leading to the 
refurbishing and proper 


maintenance of all buildings, in- 
cluding cooperative houses. 

The minister at first proposed that 
Savidor's motion be referred to com- 
mittee. But when Savidor — backed 
by Shelli’s Meir Pa’il — held out for 2 
plenary debate, Patt did not object. 


New law on wills,

THE ISSUE of tand settlement — particularly as it may affect 
the prospects of a peace ‘settlement — is still with us.

On the face of it, the official line was endorsed by a comfor- 
table vote of 14 to 9 (including 7 Alignment and 2 of the DMC 
members.) But the debate told a somewhat different story: if 
Liberal representatives on the committee had voted their con- 
sciences and not under coalition discipline, the margin of vic- 
tory would have been far slimmer, at best. 

In approving the Agriculture Minister's project, the com- 
mittee did not align itself with his philosophy. It merely dismiss- 
ed the contention that three more Jewish villages threatened to 


impede the peace negotiations. 


The entitlement of Jews to settle anywhere in the area, 
without at the same time violating the rights of the loca! pupula- 
tion, is an essential aspect of Mr. Begin's autonomy plan. 

But Mr. Sharon's timing is not part of that plan, and it is simp- - 
ly difficult to fathom how these moves fit in with the 
government's efforts to advance negotiations. 

Mr. Begin could have had only one rational purpose in going 
along with Mr. Sharon: to mollify the right-wing extremists who 
have been charging him with Infidelity to his most cherished 
beliefs. The size of this internal opposition to his policies was in- 
dicated by the support given to Shmuel Katz, the rival to Mr. 
Begin's candidate for the post of minister-without-portfolio in 


the Herut central committee. 


Only the militants are not going to be appeased. As Gush 
Emunim's spokesmen have hastened to announce, they want 
more, and faster, action on settlement. And so, inevitably, 
beyond the question of timing, there remains the problem of 


settlement itself. - 


On this, the Labour Alighment — and the DMC, too — appear 
to be as badly split as the Likud. Labour bears a heavy burden of 
responsibility for its past conduct — whether for having done too 
little or too much, is a matter of political taste. 

During its decade long stewardship in the territories, the 
Labour regime was unable to make up its mind whether settle- 
ment was a right or a necessity, and whether settlements were 
unilaterally to define Israel's future defensible borders or to 
serve as chips in bargaining for such borders. Now some of its 
leaders want to score points in the party and out, by fulsome 
appeals for scttlement which they refrained from making 


before. 


As the debate in the Knesset committee showed, the issue is 
not only of the kind of Israel that Israelis want, but also how 
peace negotiations fit into the equation. This the committee, for 
reasons of domestic politics, failed to confront squarely. 


Budget’s big ifs 


THE TREASURY'S economic adviser, Ephraim Dovrat, 
observed yesterday that if the assumptions (on the level of 
prices, wages, etc.) on which the National Budget is based are 
false, then the whole economic forecast has no meaning. 
Making these assumptions true will require tough action on 
the part of the authorities. Mr. Ehrlich gave a hint of things to 
come when he stated in his budget speech that should civil ser- 
vants extract a wage rise this year (other than the cost-of-living 
allowance) from their employers, the number of jobs in the ser- 


vice will be slashed. 


In other words, the budget allocation for ‘Government 
departments is fixed; it will not go up whatever happens in the 
wage negotiations. [fthe Finance Minister means what he says, 
and if he also makes it clear to the private sector that whatever 
business firms pay out in higher wages, they will not recoup any 
of it from the authorities, neither through loans, nor subsidies, 
nor protective duties, nor devaluations — then the promise im- 
plicit in the Nationa! Budget that price inflation is going to taper 
off sharply during the second haif of the year may be within 


range of fulfilment. 


These are big ifs; and there is another condition requisite if 
price inflation is to be tamed. Revenue has lagged during the re- 
cent financial year, for several reasons, including a shortage of 
tax-collecting personnel and the public's unfamillarity with the 


still-new value added tax. 


It is good news that several hundred extra staff are being 
recruited to the Treasury's Internal Revenue Department. The 
stipulated IL6b. budget deficit is a maximum that must not be 
exceeded. In order to prevent the gap from widening further, 
the Government must refrain from spending more than is laid 
down in the blue volumes (no matter what happens to prices) ; 
but it must in addition make sure that it can levy every last 
agora of the tax payments scheduled. 

Mr. Ehrlich has warned that the year ahead is going to be a 
hard one also for the Treasury, which has to enforce these 


policies. 


POSTSCRIPT S EAT 


ON A RECENT visit to Damascus, a 
reader tells us, she was surprised to 
learn that the average Syrian 
doesn't think very highly of his coun- 
try’s 235,000 Druse citizens. Syrians 
consider the Druze to be pro-Israel. 
it seems, and untrustworthy despite 
the fact that Jebel Arab, the area 
where most Druse live, is dotted with 
memorials to Druse soldiers who fell 
while fighting for Syria. 

It is generally conceded tn 
Damascus that the Syrian govern- 
ment hag put a price on the heads of 
many Golan Druse and that blood 
will be shed if Israel ever returns 
towns like Majdal Shams. 

Our correspondent notes that for 
moat of the three hours it takes to 
drive to Jebel Arab, the traveller 
sees nothing but flat, barren coun- 
ryside and an occasional mud-hut 
Moslem village or army installation. 
By contrast, the area inhabited by 
Druse looks prosperous, though 
topographically the land hasn't 
ch . 


Even in that part of Jebel Arab 
which Is as rocky, black, and 
desolate as the adjacent Golan 
Heights, villages seemed welt 
developed. Most homes were clean, 
if primitive by Israeli Druse stan- 
dards. The lands adjacent to the 
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villages were being worked. 
Children were neatly dressed. οὐ 
And as might be expected, the 
Syrian Druse receive visitors — even 
visitors they don't know who can't 
speak their language — with the 
same graciousness and warmth 
which characterizes their Israeli 
Druse cousins. P.M.

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Catching up with positions 


SHALOM COHEN asks whether 
Israel's previous stands on Sinai and 


WE'RE ALL busy decoding the 
Government’s territorial proposals 
for peace, trying to divine Mr. 
Begin's purpose, and Mr. Sadat’s, 
and arguing the pros and cons, very 
much on the basis of partial informa- 
tion. We fall back on ourselves as in- 
formed sources. 

Informed on the past, that is; on 
the long-standing Iarael positions 
and formulae. And this makes the 
present only more perplexing. 

The confusion begins when one 
recalls these 10-year-old positions, 
which were supported, basically, by 
those now in One is con- 
fronted with disparities and incon- 
sistencies between the old territorial 
stands and the present entirely new 
situation. It’s not just the reversal of 
roles, such as the attacks on Begin 
by Gush Emunim and other former 
friends, or the new configurations in 


‘the old dove-hawk political bird- 


‘When we think back te the past for- 
mulae for both Sinai and the West 
Bank, we have to ask: Were they 
then viable, calculated positions? Or 
did they just happen, develop in a 
vacuum, fashioned by prevailing 
winds? And if they were tenable 
then, why aren't they now? 

Anyone who followed the develop- 
ment of official Israel positions since 
the Six Day War will have noticed 
that some of these positions were 
periodically amended for the sake of 
diplomatic ‘“‘momentum.” But the 
basic positions remained, and were 
implemented in the territories. That 
is, until the Man descended on us out 
of the blue, and we all took off ver- 
tically into that no-man’s-land we 
now call Euphoria. To plagiarize The 
Post's TV reviewer, all we need now 
ig defensible borders for that mar- 
zipan state — now that the chips are 
down. 


IN: THE pre-Sadat-in-Jerusalem 
days, Sinai, uncomplicated by 
ideology, was mostly of military im- 
portance. Control of (not necessarily 
sovereignty over) Sharm e-Sheikh 
‘was more important than peace, 
which was an unlikely prospect 
anyway. Moreover, Sharm had sym- 
bolic overtones, and was a reminder 
of the threatened stranglehold that 
sparked the 1967 war. The past posi- 
tion on Sharm will perhaps now be 
vindicated by some system for 
Israel, or joint, control. 

However, from 1967 on, the Sharm 
problem led to economic develop- 
ment in southern Sinai, Ophira, 
coastal civilian settlements up to 
Eilat, as well as the development of 


tourist amenities, permanent ones — 
with all the infrastructure that goes 
with them. 

Did this civilian development just 

happen, drawn inte the vacuum 
created by a persistent enemy, or by 
some Parkinson's departmental 
enterprise? Or was it the result of 
considered long-term planning and 
ltor good? 
: It is necessary to differentiate 
Ibetween this type of development 
and the strictly military installations 
— airfields, bases, etc. — that would be 
needed in case of war, or for 
deterrent purposes. Such military in- 
stallations were moved as part of the 
Sinai interim disengagement 
agreements. 

The later Rafiah salient 
settlement-cum-security projects, 
Yamit and so on, are at least close to 
the international border. They aren't 
deep in Sinai — aver which, as we

arrangement for the Rafiah area 
could be worked out. But if there is 
deadlock over this, what can be ex- 
pected when it comes to the civillan 
settlements and economic develop- 
ment deeper in Sinal? Were the 
latter set up with the idea that one 
day they might be abandoned, or 
placed under Egyptian sovereignty? 
Binal could have been ‘held’ with 
military installations and forces 
alone — plus some basic civilian and 
tourist facilities. (Ironically, Israel's 
development projects showed Egypt 
what could be done with that once 
desolate area.) 

I well remember a tour to Ophira 
with a housing minister, who showed 
us around almost completed blocks 
of housing, all very permanent look- 
ing, and told us about the big plans. 
And I stil] have the glossy brochure 
on the Ophira of the future. The 
Likud, which was then the Opposi- 
tion, complained that not enough 
was being done. 

Will Israelis have free access to 
these developed and beautified spots 
in Sinai — under the Bgyptian 
sovereignty already offered by 
Israel? Or will the Israel negotiators 
insist on combining the existing 
civilian settlements and projects 
with Israel's “security presences,"’ 
and thereby preserve de facto Israel 
civilian zones? And if so, would this 
be and remain a final condition, the 
rejection of which would end 
negotiations?

As to the designation, “Palestine,” 
the Land of Israel was called 
Palestine as an act of revenge by the 
Roman conqueror. The aim was to 

Tet Senet of Israel by 
expelling people giving their 
homeland the name of their arch- 
enemies. - 

It seems to have been a fatal mis- 
take on the part of the 
fathers of Zionism to call the land of 
their longing ‘Palestine’ and not 
“Land of Israel.’ It was only in the 
18th century that the nameless, 
forgotten and neglected southern 
part of the Turkish Empire was call- 
ed Palestine again. And it was a 
clever act of the British

This passage in Psalms 119:126 


means (in my own, rather literal,” : ‘sence shall be kept, rather than in- 


translation): ‘‘It is a time to act for 
God; they have violated Thy Tora." 
The Jewish Publication Society 
translation tells us, also rather 
Uterally: "It Is time for the Lord to 
work; they have made void Thy 
law.” 

The major difference between 
these two translations stems from 
the fact that there are Hebrew 
words, prefixes and suffixes whose 
exact meaning can be known only 
from the context, and sometimes — 
as in this instance — the context 
itself ig not absolutely clear. Thus, 
both “It is a time to act for God” and 
“Tt is time for the Lord to work” 
could be correct. 


‘BE THAT as it may, Landau, in 
order to apply this passage to our 
situation, gives it to us in what he 
calls a “rough translation" but is 
really an retation. He says it 
means that “at a time of Divine 
portunity — ‘a moment of truth’ — 
set aside your dearest dogmas."" 

He seems to know, then, that Rab- 
bi Zvi Yehuda Kook and hia followers 
in Gush Emunim were wrong in in- 
terpreting the outcome of-the Six 
Day War and other events that 
followed as Divine opportunities or 
at least signals, whereas Anwar 
Sadat'a willingness to accept our 
total and unconditional surrender to 
ail his demands has presented us 
with a Divine opportunity, which it 
behoves us to seize. 

Landau’s translation- 
interpretation, then, is a far cry 
from the literal meaning. More im- 
portant: it does not even jibe with 
the way the Jewish Sages tried to un- 
derstand and apply’ the passage, 
whose ‘‘practical’' meaning, 
regardiess of how well It is 
translated, is rather obscure.
